(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains.

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hara et al US 5,686,665. 

Hara appears to show a device for measuring the equivalent of dynamic matrix 
sensitivity of an inertial sensor especially in the abstract and drawings thereof and the 
use of matrices as evident in col. 5 thereof. 1 1 differs in the details of the interferometer 
but such are believed a known type of interferometer and would have been obvious to 
have been used therein for increased accuracy. The types of motion generated and the 
forms of data processing claimed appear to have been obvious in view of the desire to 
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monitor under different conditions and in view of their being well known data processing 
techniques.
